All this, it may be said, pri-

Hat in Hand 


If the administration gets what 
it wants from the Senate on the 
bond increase, it will have to 
come with symbolic hat in hand.

Record Set 
By Soaring 
Living Cost 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Prices of 


practically every type of family 
need rose last month, edging liv- 


ing costs up to a record high. 


The increases were small, but 
they were spread throughout the 
family budget. 


Officials said housewives can 
expect still higher living costs 
during the rest of the summer if 
food prices increase as expected 
at this season. 

SETS RECORD 

May’s over-all living cost in- 
crease was only one+enth of one 
per cent over April, but it was 
enough to set a record. It put 
the government’s consumer price 
index at 124 per cent of the 1947- 
1949 base period. This means it 
cost $1.24 to buy what $1 bought 
in the 1947-1949 era. 


The new index level compares 
with the prior record set at 23.9 
last July which was equalled in 
November and again in April. 


Food, which had declined in 
eight out of the past nine months, 
edged up slightly between April 
and May, as did costs of housing, 
clothing, medical care and per- 
sonal care. The latter rose with 
higher barber charges. 


CALLED NORMAL 


H. E. Riley, chief of the Labor | 


Department price statistics divi- 
sion, said living costs regularly 
rise between April and May. 


Actually, living costs have kept 
relatively stable. Even at the rec- 
ord, they are only three-tenths of 
one per cent higher than a year 
ago. 


Riley said wholesale food prices 
have been increasing in June, 
bearing out the expected seasonal 
trend and pointing to further mod- 
erate living cost increases this 
summer.

Long Pleads 
From Ward 


For Lawyer 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — 
Ailing Gov. Earl K. Long Friday 
requested from his mental hospi- 
tal ward.that he be permitted to 
obtain legal counsel. 


While the governor was setting 
the stage for what may be a fresh 
attempt to free himself, Lt. Gov. 
Lether Frazar, a 54-year-old for- 
mer college president, cautiously 
accepted duties as acting governor. 


Jesse Bankston, state director 
of hospitals, said arrangements 
are being made to carry out 
Long’s request. 


TOLD IN BULLETIN 


The request for legal counsel 
was announced in the first official 
bulletin released since a fighting, 
cursing Long was committed 
Thursday night to a hospital at 
Mandeville, 54 miles to the east. 


The commitment papers were 
signed here just 24 hours after 
Long was released after a 19-day 
stay at a Galveston psychiatric 
clinic. The governor filed a writ 
of habeas corpus petition at Gal- 
veston and the action lead to a 
family compromise that gave him 
his brief freedom. 

Frazar, accepting an opinion by 
Atty. Gen. Jack Gremillion that 
he should do so, took over as gov- 
ernor for the second time in three 
weeks 


CONFINED THURSDAY 

“But here’s the big question — 
never before has a man taken 
over as governor when the gov- 
ernor was in the state,” said 
Frazar. ‘“That’s what baffles me.”’ 


Long was committed to the 
Southeast State Mental Hospital at 
Mandeville Thursday night after 
fighting unsuccessfully with a doz- 
en or more state and local police- 
men. 


Less than two hours earlier he 
had walked out of a New Orleans 
Hospital he had entered voluntar- 
ily. A family compromise had 
ended a 19-day court-ordered stay 
at a Galveston, Tex., psychiatric 
clinic. Long had promised to stay 
in the New Orleans hospital at 
least two weeks. 


EXPLAINS OPINION 


“It is a relatively simple situa- 
tion,” said Gremillion. 


“The constitution is very clear 
that if the governor is unable to 
serve for any cause, the lieutenant 
governor acts as governor until 
the disability is removed,’’ he 
said. 


Gremillion’s opinion drew oppo- 
sition only from Secretary of 
State Wade O. Martin, an old 
political enemy of Long. 


Martin said he will continue to 
recognize Long as governor and 
will go to court if Frazar or the 
president pro tem of the State 
Senate try to act as governor. 


Long cursed, shouted, swung a 
fist at an officer as he was shoved 
into a car for the 50-mile trip to 
Mandeville.

similar meeting last Monday. 


A new contract must be agreed 
upon before midnight June 30 to 
avert a nation-wide strike.

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Talks at Geneva 
Were Big Fizzle 


At Geneva the so-called Big Four 
foreign ministers meeting has collapsed. 


They have, however, agreed to meet 
again in mid-July after a “cooling off” 
period. This is hardly the phrase. There 
has been very little heat in the meeting. 
It has been one dominated by the cold- 
ly resolute determination of the Soviets 
not to abandon any of their advantages 
in Germany or their intent, eventually, to 
force the West out of Berlin. 


That this is serious is plain. 


The President of the United States has 
said that he will not attend a “summit 
meeting” unless the ministers’ meeting 
produced some progress which would 
make such a session worthwhile. 


It is now necessary for the United 
States to determine its position. 

If there is to be an acceptance of 
the ineptly described cooling-off proc- 
ess, then the presently scheduled visit 
of Vice President Nixon to Russia in late 
July takes on added significance. This 
may well be a summit meeting. It will 
be one which will distress the French and 
will require some reassuring to prevent 
British uneasiness. Such a session could, 
if it produced conclusive results, make 
Mr. Nixon the dominant political per- 
sonality in America. 

Meanwhile, we may as well face the 
unpleasant fact that the major reason 
why the Russians did not make agree- 
ment possible was that they knew the 
French were all but abandoning NATO 
and might, later on, become openly un- 
friendly to the United States over the 
issue of atomic weapons. They also were 
aware the British, while standing firm- 
ly with the United States, were not in 
full agreement with the U.S. position. 
The Germans were internally divided by 
the Adenauer controversy. 

So, here we are. Not much was ex- 
pected of the Geneva sessions. But none 
quite believed the mountain would labor 
and produce not even the traditional 
mouse. But all we have is the possibility 
of a July resumption, Russia wants more 
time to see what is going to happen in 
Germany, Algeria and Paris, and in 
Britain.

Rejection of Strauss 


Was Proper Decision 


The Senate of the United States has 
voted 49 to 46 to reject President Eisen- 
hower’s nomination of Lewis L. Strauss 
to be secretary of commerce. It is a his- 
toric decision, rare in American history. 

In the light of all the circumstances 
this was a proper decision in the best in- 
terests of Strauss and the administration 
itself, 

The Senate hearings had revealed not 
merely the contradictions in Strauss’ rec- 
ord, but the major influences which most 
desired his confirmation. The contradic- 
tions were not in themselves too serious. 
Indeed, they were relatively immaterial. 

But the so-called “big interests,” which 
have a record of successful lobbying for 
special privilege legislation, were loudly 
behind Strauss. Senators were deluged 
with telegrams. Sen. Smathers, of Flor- 
ida, took the trouble to spot check some 
of these. He found at least two had been 
sent with forged signatures. The men 
whose names were signed indignantly 
and publicly denied they had sent or au- 
thorized the wires. The oil and gas indus- 
try seemed determined to have Strauss. 

The President had, in a sense, placed 
his own prestige in the balance by refus- 
ing to withdraw the nomination or allow 
Strauss to resign. The President under- 
standably is angry. He has said the 
American people are the losers. Certainly 
Strauss is an able and intelligent man. 
We had editorially approved the nomi- 
nation made last October. 

But he lacked, as the record shows, 
the ability to get along with the Con- 
gress. And he failed, as an interim holder 
of the office, to meet the tests.

It Was Real Bad Day 
For Loan Whiz Cravey 


Thursday was one of those days that 
Comp. Gen. Zack Cravey might as 
well, as the saying goes, “stood in bed.” 

The Georgia Industrial Development 
Administration, the agency in charge of 
loans made by the various state retire- 
ment systems, vetoed Cravey’s effort to 
require a borrower to pay a $3,150 in- 
spection fee. 

He was criticized by State Treasurer 
George Hamilton, GIDA chairman, be- 
cause of a Peace Officers’ fund com- 
mitment to Greensboro Industrial Corp. 
to build chicken houses and research fa- 
cilities. 

Also, the GIDA was advised that the 
Fireman’s fund is transferring custody of 
its securities from Cravey to the First 
National Bank on July 1. 

Furthermore, the GIDA directed the 
Employe Retirement System not to take 
action on Atlanta Development Co.’s re- 
quest to be removed from default status. 

The latter action should be of more 
than passing interest to Cravey, inasmuch 
as he previously had seconded the motion 
in which his colleagues in the GIDA cen- 
sured him for his “highly unethical” role 
in connection with a loan to the firm. 

But it’s most unlikey that Thursday’s 
rebuffs will phase Cravey very much. It 
would be too much to expect for him to 
have the good grace to resign from the 
GIDA. 

But certainly there can be no doubt 
that chis effectiveness with the agency 
has been impaired, if not ended. Which, 
after all, is just as well.

The Soviet Union has declared 
that it will not yield an inch in 
its purpose and demands to force 
the United States, Britain, and 
France to abandon their rights in 
West Berlin. 


If each side is saying what it 
means and means what it says, 
is not this impasse at the very 
marrow of the bone of irrecon- 
cilability? 

The fact that the impasse is 
at hand does not make resort to 
force inevitable. We will not in- 
itiate force. The Soviets and the 
East Zone. Communists almost 
certainly will prefer harassment 
to force. But it does mean that 
we will have to stand firm on

For 14 
years the people of West Berlin 
have stood up resolutely against 
the military and subversive pres- 
sures of the Soviet and East Ger- 
man Communists. 


Can the United States. Britain 
and France abandon the “‘free 
society” of West Berlin to Com- 
munist pressures? 


Why We Do Not Yield: There 
are three powerful reasons. It 
would mean allowing a veritable 
oasis of freedom and courage to 
be inundated by the Communists, 
who have no right to West Ber- 
lin. It would turn a solemn West- 
ern commitment into a scrap of 
paper. It would be a_ perilous:

As Allies of

“The mass communication 
media gives the church an oppor- 
tunity to reach the widest pos- 
sible audience at the deepest 
possible level,” says Dr. Robert 
Golter, director of special com- 


munications 
Methodist Publishing House. 


A native of Nashville, Tenn., 
Dr. Golter is a director of the 
workshop on the art of Preaching 
and Communication currently in 
session on the Emory University 
campus. The workshop, aimed at 
teaching ministers the techniques 
of radio and television, is spon- 
sored by the Candler School of 
Theology and the Protestant Radio 
and TV Center. 


“Through the mass media a 
minister can address more peo- 
ple in an hour than he can talk 
to from the pulpit in a lifetime,” 
says Dr. Golter. 


He points out that today almost 
every minister has access to a 
county wide radio station and 
many have opportunities to use 
television. 


“Too often, religious programs 
tend to preach at, not search 
with,” says Dr. Golter. “We have 
an obligation to study network 
programming, to learn the re- 
quirements of the industry and 
the needs of the mass audience.” 


In programming for television, 
says Dr. Golter, the church must 
be aware that its audience wants 
escape and an outlet for their 
repressed aggressive impulses. 


The average viewer is interest- 
ed in family relationships; he 
needs a sense of his own signifi- 
cance and a sense of eternal 
forces at work. Also, he wants 
some cues as to what constitutes 
success. “Here,” says Dr. Golter, 
“the church has an opportunity 
to enlarge his image of success 
from the narrow Madison Avenue 
concept.” 


Dr. Golter, who produces audio 
visual materials for the Methodist 
Church School Curriculum Re- 
search department, believes that

audio-visual aids can be invalu- 
able in teaching youngsters. 


“It has been proved,” he says, 
“that the slow learn faster, and 
fast learners learn when 
audio-visual materials are used.”
